Missouri Figures Are Now a 
Little Closer. 


THE REPUBLICANS DIE HARD, 


Democratic Estimates of Wednesday 
Were Possib ly Somewhat^ 
Over the Mark.- 


St. Louis, Nov. 8-—The deiiioeratic 
iiiajority on the state ticket in Mis­ 
souri, according to the unofficial re­ 
turns received, will not exceed S.OOO 
or 10,(*d0, and may fall as low as 5,000. 
It mas b elieved yesterday afternoon 
tlif majority would b e 18,000. The re­ 
turns giving the majorities in each 
county are b ased on the vote for A. M. 
Woodson and John Kennish, the can- 
dfdates for supreme judge, long terra. 
One hundred counties give Woodson 
a majority of 11.843 over Kennish. 
Oi 
the remaining fourteen counties not^ 
heard 
from, 
eight 
are 
rei^ub lican 
strongholds, and the repub lican ma­ 
jorities in the fourteen counties, it is 
ex|iected, will aggregate from 2,000 to 
3.000. 
Woodson, according to the returns, 
ran b ehind the ticket, while Kennish 
ran slightly ahead. 
In five precincts where the detailed 
vote was given, G ra^ s, the democratic 
'candidate for supreme judge, short 
term, ran with the ticket. Rub e Og­ 
lesb y, candidate for warehouse com- 
inissioner, led the ticket, in many pre­ 
cincts b y a large majority. 
W . X. Evans, chairman of the demo­ 
cratic state committee, still claims the 
election of the state ticket b y a ma­ 
jority of 10,o00 to 15,000. 
“The oificival count,” he said, “will 
show that the W’oodsoa vote on whicn 
the unofficial majorities has b een b as­ 
ed, ran b ehind the ticket. 
The Ogles­ 
b y vote will reach 15,000, and none 
of ^he state candidates will fall b elow^ 
10.000.’ 
.Joseph McCoy, secretary of the ro 
pub lican ,state committee, says that 
the democratic majority cannot exceed 
5 ,0 0 0 and may not b e more than 2,000 
or S,000 when the official count is 
made. ‘T am still hopeful that Ken- 
oish may b e elected,” he said.

Topeka, Nov. 8.—At 11 o’clock this 
morning b oth repub licans and demo­ 
crats were still claiming the election 
of their candidates for governor. 
Chairman Crummer, of the repub li­ 
can committee, claimed the re-election 
of Hoch over Harrw, democrat, b y 
4,000. 
Crummer b ased his claim upon 
returns frrai all counties In the state 
save nine, which, he asserted, were 
verified. 
He estimated 
Hoch’s 
election b y 
4,129 votes. 
The 
missing 
counties—Stevens, 
Stanton, Stafford, Ness. Morton, Nor­ 
ton, Meade, Hamilton and Grant—gave 
Hoch a plurality of 1,713 when he ran 
b efore. 
Chairman Ryan, of the democratic 
state oommlttee, said: 
“H arris is undoub tedly elected gov­ 
ernor of Kansas b y two thousand. I 
do iM)t care to give my figures b y coun­ 
ties, b ut the official returns will un­ 
doub tedly show my estim ate correct. 
W e have our men watching the polls 
ever the state and don’t proiTOse to b e 
counted out.” 
H arris said the result was so close 
tha t It would take the official vote to 
decide. He declared he b elieved his 
chances as good as Hoch’s.

A WHITE HOUSE STATEMENT. 


He Will Be Succeeded By James R. 
Garfield, at Present Commis­ 
sioner of Corporations. 


Washington, Nov. 8.—The secretary 
of the interior, Ethan Allen Hitchcock, 
of St. Louis, will retire from President 
RooseevU’s^ cab inet 
March 4, and 
James R. Garfield, of Ohio, at present 
commissioner of corporations, will suc­ 
ceed him. 
Herb ert Knox Smith, now assistant 
commissioner of corporations, will b e 
ap|M)inted to Mr. Garfield’s place. 
These changes, and that of the re­ 
tirem ent of Commissioner Richards, of i 
the general land office, March 4, were 
announeed in a statem ent from the 
White House >i sterday. 
The state­ 
ment says regarding Mr. Hitchcock: 
“The seeietary of the interior, Mr. 
Hitchcock, has informed the presi­ 
dent that he would b e unab le to stay 
after March 4. 
.Mr. Hitchcock ha.> 
for some time felt that the very e.x- 
h ail sting work he has b een engaged in 
for over eight years in the interior 
department was wearing on him so as 
10 make it impossib le for him much 
longer to remain. 
At the president’s earnest req uest, 
he consented to accept a reappoint­ 
ment March 4, 1905, at the time of tlm 
president’s inauguration. 
But he then 
stated that he could not.say how h» ng 
he could stay and he feels 
no w he 
must insist on b eing relieved after 
March 4. 
“The president urged him to accepi: 
the post of amb assador to France, b ut 
Mr. Hitchcock feels that he is entitled 
to ab solute rest and was ob liged to re- 
tiise the offer.” 
Mr. Smith has filled the position of 
assistant commissioner of corporations 
since August 15, 1903. He was ai>- 
pointed from Connecticut.

Washington, D. C.. 
Nov. 8. — Al­ 
though decqJy gratified at the defeat 
of William Randolph Hcarst, President 
Roosevelt did not conceal from his 
callers his disappointment over the 
election returns frorfi New York. 
Mr. Roosevelt had hoped that Hughes 
would b e swept into office b y a smash­ 
ing plurality that at the same time 
would b ury Hcarst politically. 
A plurality of ab out 50.000 in the 
Judgment of the president was alright 
as far as H wont, b ut it ought have 
had at least 1 (» 0,000 more on top of it. 
The vote against H earst could not 
have b een too large to please the 
White house. 
Early yesterday morn­ 
ing Mr. Roosevelt sent Mr. Hughes a 
telegram of congratulation. 
When asked for a copy of this mes­ 
sage Secretary Loeb stated that it was 
a personal message and that it would 
not b e made pub lic. 
The president talked over the result 
in New York with Secretary Root 
Secretary 
Hitchcock 
and 
Attorney 
General Moody. 
Mr. Root, who car­ 
ried to the people of the Empire state 
the message from the president tha* 
undoub tedly* 
made 
thousands 
of 
Hughes v6tcs, declined to comment on 
the result for the newspapers. He 
stated simply that he had wired the 
governor-elect his congratulations. It 
was announced that the preesldent 
would not make any pub lic statement 
with reference to the result in his own 
state or anywhere else. 
Some of his frlcnhs declared that 
the election of Hughes esteb lished th^ 
fact that Mr. Roosevelt is in ab solute 
control of the repub lican organization 
in New Yoriv state and in Greater 
New York. 
Hughes was his person­ 
al choice for the nomination and had 
it not b een for his efforts the repub ­ 
lican 
candidate in all 
prob ab ility 
would not have b een nominated.

gardly few’ hundred francs mo nthly fo r 
pin mo ney. On o ne o ccasio n, Maitre 
Cruppi said, the co unt brutally refuse 
to increase her allo wance to |200 
mo nth, M. Cruppi said the pro o fs o f 
the co unt’s infidelity and cruelty co n­ 
tained in the thirteen allegatio ns 
made last w'eek was sufficient to jus­ 
tify a divo rce witho ut summo ning wit­ 
nesses. 
As evidence o f the co untess* gener­ 
o sity, co unsel cited the agreement o f 
1898 by which the co unt’s father and 
mo ther were guaranteed a life inco me

The wo rding o f /the o ther po stal 
cards w'as equally emphatic, o ne read­ 
ing: 
“Do no t think I am so stupid as 
Madame X imagines.” 
The last po stal card was signed 
“with much pro fo und sco rn.” 
Co ntinuing, Maitre Cruppi said that 
the co unt’s paternal rights wo uld be 
amply pro tected. The children will 
remain in France and their father 
wo uld have o ppo rtunities to see them 
and share in the directio n o f their 
educatio n.

It is believed that the 
marks were p laced on the windows by 
p ersons who knew the Jurors would 
be comp elled to see them as they p ass­ 
ed up stairs. 
A thorough investigation is being 
made to find the guilty p erson. 
The trial was that of Ole Olson, 
Thomas Kelley and J. IJnquist and M. 
Maloney, charged with the murder of 
a Massena street car conductor with 
whom the defendants quarreled on 
October 25, 1005. In a p revious trial 
the Jur>' disagreed.
